W ashington, July 31.—P atriotism 
of men who hold differing views on 
the wisdom of ratify ing the peace 
tre a ty including the league of nations 
covenant is not to be challenged 
so 
long as they think above the plane 
of partisanship" S ecretary Lane de­ 
clared here last night before a m ass 
m eeting of governm ent employes. 
“It is not an easy 
question 
to 
answ er,” Mr. Lane said, adding th a t 
it was one “to which we 
wish 
an 
A m erican answ er.” 
“ And it takes courage," he declar­ 
ed, “ w hether we stand still and risk 
the scorn of a w aiting, eager world, 
or break through our inertia and take 
the step th a t leads to a m ultitude of 
new relationships and possible obliga­ 
tions.” 
The view of the ordinary citizen the 
secretary said he thought w as that 
as m any obstacles as possible be put 
in thd w ay 01 nations to m ake w ar 
“b u t to be left as free ax possible to 
follow our own designs, knowing th at 
these do not endanger the peace of the 
w orld.” 
“ We will not hazard our national 
life or the rig h t of our people to de 
trrm in e their own institutions and 
destiny,” he said. 
“ But w ith these 
safeguarded we will go fa r fo r the 
sake of the world.” 
“ Democracy a fte r all is but a count 
ing of noses,” Mr. Lane said, “and 
we m ay presum e much for the policy 
which the chosen leaders of the two 
hundred and fifty m illion of the most 
civilized of the w orld's people have 
endorsed.” 
Mr. Lane said he believed everyone 
would have preferred th a t the league 
should have been born “ ih a d iffer­ 
en t way, a t a different tim e.” 
When 
Theodore Roosevelt returned from his 
-trip to A frica, he added, the form er 
president m ade the strongest appeal 
any national leader had then \oiced 
“fo r such a league." 
“Then was the day fo r its ere* 
Aion,” Secretary lam e continued. “But 
the world did not see the danger it 
w as in.” 
Such men as President I a ft and 
Mr. Root com m itted them selves to the 
project then, Mr. I .ane said, but “the 
stem figure of the kaiser backed by

m en" stood in th eir path. 
VV illiam 
Jennings B ryan, as secretary of state, 
had moved in the sam e direction with 
his negotiation of arbitration tre atie s 
Mr. I .ane continued, adding:

W e thought him a nobleminded vision­ 
ary. 
Yet his plan is Incorporated ax 
tl»e first step of the pyram id of the 
present proposed league." 
It w as not until the w ar came 
th a t any but tentative steps could be 
taken tow ard the form ation of a peace 
league, Mr. Lane said, and if the pres­ 
ident had not macle the effo rt to 
secure it “we would have said he wa 
a quitter." 
Secretary Lane said he had been 
unable to find in the covenant any 
surrender of Am erican rights more 
than every existing rule of in ter­ 
national law involved. It was, he said, 
“ essentially 
a 
gentlem an’s agree 
m ent,” based on the assum ption th a t 
each p arty to it honestly desired to 
adhere to the principles for which 
the league stands.

NEW REGULATIONS BY 
COMMISSION TO SAVE 
OIL AND GAS WASTES 


Drillers Compelled to 
Look Out for Con­ 
servation. 


A ustin, Ju ly 31.— U nder new gas 
and oil conservation regulations ju st 
given out by the railroad commission 
all abondoned holes m ust be plugged 
or closed in a m anner approved by 
the commission, and no well shall be 
drilled, deepened or plugged until no­ 
tice of contem plated action shall have 
been given to the commission. When 
oil and gas are found in the sam e 
hole, there shall be a separating de­ 
vice a t the m outh o f the well to pre 
vent the w asting of gas. 
The regulations also 
provide for 
regular reports by producers of oil 
and gas disclosing the following info* 
m ation: 
Amount produced, am ount received, 
stock sold, prom otion expenses, iran* 
fern of real estate or leases, prrf= 
sure of gas wells, fires, breaks to 
pipe lines and losses of oil. 
Books of 
the com panies shall be open to stock 
holders as well as to the railroad 
commission. 
There are also a num ber of rules 
concerning the handling of gas stra ta 
to prevent w aste.

B ut we m ust rem em ber th a t all 
this g reat netw ork of railroads and 
w aterw ays m ight as well not exist so 
fa r as the farm er located five miles 
back in the country is concerned, un­ 
less he is able to advantageously haul 
his produce over th a t five miles to the 
nearest shipping point. 
As Secretary 
Itedfield recently put it, 'You m ight 
build the railroads up until they are 
ten tracks wide, b u t you do not fully 
help the farm er ten m iles aw ay to 
get his produce to m arket. 
And you 
m ight fill the ricers w ith steam ers, 
and he m ay still be isolated.’ 
M otor cars and m otor trucks are a 
partial solution. 
B ut they are not 
ncugh. To use them advantageously 
requires good roads as well, over 
which the farm er can haul his pro­ 
duce in m otor vehicles directly to the 
eon.-umer, w here possible, or else to 
the nearest, shipping point. 
There 
never w as a sounder investm ent in the 
world than money expended in the 
building of good roads.

ago. and they built th eir roads so

San Francisco, Ju ly SI.—W hile the 
A tlantic fleet on its fam ous cruise 
around the world in 1908 w as 141 
days, 7 hours enroute from H am pton 
Roads, Va., to San Francisco, the 
new Pacific fleet now enroute from 
H am pton Roads is scheduled to arrive 
a t San Francisco in 27 days from the 
date of sailing. This is one of the in­ 
terestin g com parisons 
of 
the 
two 
fleets which have been made bere. 
The A tlantic fleet 
w ent 
around 
Cape H orn. 
The Pacific fleet comes 
through the Panam a canal, not com 
pleted when th e A tlantic fleet made 
its cruise. 
The actual .sailing tim e for the A t­ 
lantic fleet w as 61 days 19 hours. 
The Pacific fleet is expected to m ake 
the trip to San Francisco ia about 
eighteen or nineteen days actual sail­ 
ing. 
In 1908 the A m erican navy had no 
airplanes or seaplanes. 
It had few 
destroyers and less subm arines. 
The A tlantic fleet com prised 16 b at­ 
tleships w ith a flotilla off torpedo 
boats. 
The new Pacific fleet approx­ 
im ates 196 vessels of all classes. 
W hen A dm iral E vans led his fleet 
in parade here in M ay 1908 his flag­ 
ship led b u t 42 vessels of all descrip­ 
tions. 
President W’ilson is scheduled 
to review a Pacific fleet of m ore than 
150 vessels here in A ugust of this 
year. 
The old A tlantic fleet carried 14, 
OOO men. 
The Pacific will bring 25,- 
000. 
The A tlantic fleet w as valued at ap 
proxim ately $100,000,000. The Pacific 
fleet represents expenditures of sev­ 
eral tim es th a t am ount. 


Chicago, 
Ju ly 
31. — Chicago 
is 
com paratively calm today for the first 
tim e since Sunday and officials ex­ 
press the belief th a t the use of five 
regim ents of state troops has effect­ 
ually quelled the race riots. 
The 
city is not under m artial law , how­ 
ever. 
T here w ere several sporadic 
fig h ts betw een w hites and negroes 
today, but no mob attacks. 


Chicago, July 31.—The main negro 
q u arters of Chicago today are patroi- 
ed by six thousand soldiers, a fte r four 
nighty of race rioting that caused 
th irty deaths, seventeen of them be­ 
ing of negroes and thirteen of whites, 
and the injury of nearly one thousand 
persons, of w’hom a dozen may die. 
G overnor 
Lowden 
ordered 
the 
troops out last n ig h t on the request 
of M ayor Thom pson after darkness 
had brought on renew ed rioting and 
the city’s three thousand policemen 
were exhausted. 
F ig h tin g continued 
a fte r the troops reached their sta­ 
tions. 
One squad of soldiers had to 
fig h t a crowd of negroes to reach its 
station, w’hile other troops were fired 
upon from am bush on their way to 
duty. 
No soldiers w ere killed or in­ 
jured, and a fte r the troops took their 
stations the disorders died down with­ 
in the patrolled region. 
N egro leaders a t a m eeting last 
night adopted a resolution advising 
negroes first to cease violence, assert­ 
ing th a t nothing bu t evil could result 
from attem p ts to w reak vengeance, 
real or fancied. 
A negro spokesm an said th a t the 
chief cause of the trouble is th a t the 
negroes have been tau g h t th a t they 
m ust act on the policy of an eye for 
an eye and a tooth fo r a tooth. 
He 
said th a t the negroes m ust rem em ber 
th a t this is a w hite m an’s country- and 
when “we fig h t the w hite m an we 
fight ourselves. 
We can s ta rt a riot, 
but it takes the w hite m an to s’*cp 
it.” 
As troops began to m arch into the 
riot area roughs looking fo r a fig h t 
disappeared 
quickly. 
Some 
gangs 
sped to territo ry hitherto unaffected 
by terriorism and resum ed th eir un­ 
law ful occupation, but rain began fall­ 
ing and the roughs retired. 
The m ost serious riot la st night 
w as a tw o-hour clash betw een ne­ 
groes and two hundred policemen. 
N early a thousand shots w ere ex­ 
changed before the negroes w ere sub­ 
dued, and forty-five blacks were ar­ 
rested. 
Patrolm en chopped th en way 
into negro houses w ith axes and seiz­ 
ed a dozen snipers w ith rifles. 
The city becam e quiet a t 2 o’clock 
this m orning.

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THEIR NEXT ARGUMENT. 


National prohibition is to be follow­ 
ed, if not superseded, by world-wide 
prohibition. This announcement which 
is said to come from the leaders of 
the prohibition forces opens up at 
least one interesting possibility, 
'lo 
get at this possibility let us go back 
a little way. 
Do you remember back in the days 
when the people were fighting over 
local option, how the liquor men used 
to say that it wTas a question for the 
individual to settle, or a t least for 
each precinct to settle, but that it 
would only breed strife in the coun­ 
ty if the county vote made the cities 
dry? 
But the cities and the country 
districts both began to go dry. Then 
was started the campaign for state­ 
wide prohibition. 
Then it was th at county local op­ 
tion, which once had been only injus­ 
tice and confiscation, became the rock 
of salvation to the liquor orator. Let 
the people vote the counties dry, but 
it was all wrong, fatefully wrong, to 
vote the whole state free of booze. 
Then came the national prohibition 
amendment. 
And New York and 
New Jersey, and other states contain­ 
ing a fractional American element 
only, awoke to their danger. 
“State prohibition is the only sen­ 
sible plan," saicfc' the defenders of 
the personal liberty of every man to 
cultivate his Saturday night menage­ 
rie of pink elephants and blue reptiles. 
But the steam roller rolled right on. 
Following this logic, it would seem 
that the next defense to which the 
traffic will be forced in the fight to 
drive it off the earth will be that 
national prohibition is all very well 
for the countries that like it, but 
th a t we have no right to interfere 
with the personal liberty of Siam and 
Timbuctu. 
The fact is, of course, 
there isn’t much of an argum ent of 
any kind for strong drink, but then 
the proponents of it weren’t interest­ 
ed in arguments, or their validity, 
primarily. 
They merely wanted their 
drinks.

It’s only human to w ant to

The man in the high- 
powered multi-cylinder machine is not 
the only offender. 
Even the owner 
of the rattlingest 
contraption 
ut 
wood, steel and dented tin that ever 
went down the road is crowding his 
engine for all it will do. 
It is remarkable how the viewpoint 
will change according as to whether 
you are looking over the steering 
wheel or not. 
If you happen to be 
attem pting the hazardous undertaking 
of crossing a paved street in Bryan, 
and a whizzing streak of dust and 
burnt gasoline barely misses taking 
jo u r feet out from under you, you 
have no manner of doubt as to what 
ought to be done to the criminal who 
is driving. 
But if you are in the 
seat and the motor is 
tinging 
u 
smooth, even song, that beguiles you 
to open the throttle ever a little 
more, and you come to a street in­ 
tersection, and some fool jaywalker 
sends your heart into your throat as 
you barely miss ruining a perfectly 
good fender on him, yo usigh a quick 
sigh of relief and solace yourself 
with a burst of real speed as soon 
as you get out of town. 
But whatever the 
psychology 
of 
speeding, the public policy of it is 
not 
a 
m atter 
to 
be 
debated. 
Pedestrians have not yet lost the legal 
and moral right to cross a thorough­ 
fare at stated places. 
Indeed, they 
are entitled to do so without jeopardy 
to life and limb. It is in recognition 
of this that the Dallas judge has 
adopted his rigorous scale of punish­ 
ment. 
It is predicted that other 
municipal judges will take like means 
of dealing with the speed evil. 


THE REAL DEMOCRATS 


“I have been inclined,” says Sena- 
ator Joseph Weldon Bailey in a let­ 
ter given out at Waco for publication, 
“to the view' that the real democrats 
of Texas should first make a deter­ 
mined effort to rescue the control of 
our party from the men who are de­ 
liberately serving to divorce it from 
its ancient principles, but a closer 
consideration of the question has con­ 
vinced me that we should pursue a 
different course.” 
The different course 
is 
for the 
“real democrats’’ of whom Mr. Bailey, 
with 
pardonable 
presumption, 
of 
course, counts himself the chiefest 
leader, to combine into a new party 
“for the preservation of democratic 
principles.” 
The tendency to hark back to an­ 
cient principles was not discovered or 
invented by Senator Bailey. 
By go­ 
ing back to the literature of now dead 
languages we can find where the au­ 
thors and public men of those days 
were deploring the breaking away 
from principles, old laws, old tradi­ 
tions. 
The policy and the practice 
of laying out the future in line with 
the past has its merits. 
But it has 
its (iangers. 
Thomas Jefferson was a brilliant 
man and no doubt in his day his judg­ 
ment' on the problems before him 
was as good as any man’s and bettei 
than most. 
But there is one great 
obstacle in the way of getting Mr. 
Jefferson's judgment upon the prob­ 
lems that face the man on the street. 
That obstacle lies in the fact that Mr. 
Jefferson is dead. 
Unfortunate as that fact is, its con­ 
sequences seem to be overlooked by 
a great many men of the type and 
egotism of Senator Bailey.. 
These 
men assume to possess clairvoyant 
powers enabling them to interview 


the departed fathers and commune 
with them upon 
the 
governmental 
questions of the present day. Having 
assumed this role of political “me­ 
dium,” and having announced to the 
perplexed world the decision of the 
departed spirits of the party, it is 
but natural that the self-advertised 
crystal-gazer should feel pained and 
surprised at the failure of practical 
men to pay them the heed th at once 
w as the custom. 
We may pass over as unkind, even 
if well founded, any sneers at the 
spectacle of Senator Bailey in the role 
of the savior of the party’s principles 
or as an apostle of principle at all, 
for that m atter. We may even forego 
the opportunity to attribute to Messrs. 
Bailey, Ferguson and others, as their 
sole actuating “principle,” an abiding 
friendliness for liquor. But still there 
is the criticism which will up, no m at­ 
ter how’ we push it down, th at the 
man 
in public life who is forced 
to the argum ent that the trend of the 
times is contrary to the will of the 
fathers is himself soon to be gather­ 
ed unto his fathers politically. 
By 
harping on that argum ent he is usual­ 
ly confessing the lack of any other. 
We hazard the opinion that a man 
m ight be really democrat without lay­ 
ing too much store by Jefferson’s 
opinion on woman suffrage or Sun­ 
day movies, just as a man m ight be 
a ioyal Jew’ without following Abra­ 
ham ’s or Soloman’s example in m atri­ 
mony. 
Times change, and with them 
change moral standards and political 
horizons. That is discouraging to the 
man who is lost when out of the 
beaten path. But it is encouraging to 
the man who knows that progress 
lies in extending the beaten path to 
heights not reached by those who have 
trod before. 


UP IN ILLINOIS 


Up in Illinois the colored people 
and the whites have been having a 
sort of public argument, as you might 
say, and several of both sides became 
so interested that the governor has 
hat! to call out four thousand troops. 
Indeed, so earnest did the discussion 
become in Chicago that they are go­ 
ing to bury two or three dozen of the 
disputants, besides requiring 
yards 
and yards of court plaster and arnica 
to patch up other celebrators a t the 
amicable gathering of residents of the 
so-called “black belt” and their north­ 
ern friends. 
The accounts of the affair read like 
the old time reports of the “pogroms” 
in imperial Russia, before the war. 
How well in such an article would 
fit in such expressions as “deliberate­ 
ly armed themselves last night and 
went out to seek their prey” ........... 
“mounted police spurred their horses 
through the dense mass” 
“ pave­ 


ments covered with dead and wound­ 
ed.” 
But for all that, the man who can 
find much cause for levity in the sit­ 
uation at Chicago has considered the 
m atter 
very 
little. 
Much 
as 
the 
southerner is tempted to smile at the 
difficulty which his northern brother 
finds in being altogether consistent 
upon the race problem, he is bound 
to recognize that there is more in­ 
volved than the demonstration that 
w’hite and black can not live on a 
basis of close proximity without an 
occasional outbreak 
due 
to black­ 
guards of both races. 
There are blackguards outside of 
Illinois—and hotheads and ill-temper­ 
ed malcontents. 
There are some in 
Brazos county. 
And not all of them 
are negroes. The good citizens of our 
community, white and black, can save 
a world of trouble by keeping 
a 
weather eye out for these trouble 
makers, and cp-operating 
for 
their 
ejection from our m idst 


SOCIALISM AND SOCIOLOGY. 
The legislature was regaled recent­ 
ly with charges of socialism in the 
University of Texas, 
The charges 
were specific and a man named Wolfe 
was said to be dispensing bolshevism 
in his class rooms. 
The board of 
regents of the university took the 
trouble to look into the m atter. 
The 
senator making the charge was pres­ 
ent and made out his case according 
to his light on the subject. 
The pro­ 
fessor was interviewed 
and 
cross­ 
questioned, It turned out that he was 
teaching sociology and not socialism. 
There are lots of good, God-fearing 
folk who confuse the two, doubtless, 
and It may be th a t some are in the 
legislature._____________ 


PUBLISHING PUBLIC OPINION. 
Public opinion 
is 
an indefinite 
som ething. 
It is the general average 
of private opinion, to be sure, but 
bridging the gap betw'een private 
and public is not) always satisfac­ 
tory.

THE ATTITUDE OF TAFT. 


The attitude of William Howard 
T aft toward the treaty of peace and 
the league of nations, negotiated by 
the leader of the party that displaced 
.Mr. Taft arid his partisans, is one 
that will win for him friends. He has 
shown a broadmindedness that is con­ 
spicuously wanting in many of his 
firm er co-workers. 
Ijis efforts to conciliate the dem­ 
ocratic and republican forces are per­ 
haps better intended than augured. 
Practically all the modifications desir­ 
ed in his suggestion are thosewhichthe 
president pushed most strongly at the 
peace conference, if we can judge 
his actions there from his known sym­ 
pathies and opinions. 
If so o p ia t­ 
ed a man as the republicans accuse 
Wilson of being had to yield in some 
points, it is not likely th at the irrita­ 
ble and irritating mood of the senate 
w ill appeal 
to 
the 
other parties 
signatory to th%1 treaty enough to 
cause them to concede further. 
Indeed, the conclusion grows upon 
one as he studies the situation that 
what is back of the republican offer­ 
ings in “interpretations” is the desire 
to appear before the people in the 
light of having had at least a finger 
in the treaty making pie. The “inter­ 
pretations" are thus seen to be for 
home consumption ’•ather than for 
foreign (.riddance. 
As t stands, the 
treaty is the work of a man named 
Woodrow Wilson—as far as it can be 
said to be the work of any one man— 
and this person Wilson is a democrat. 
That is what is the m atter with the 
treaty in the eyes of the senate m a­ 
jority. 
They dare not take Borah’s 
attitude that the “curfew shall not 
ring tonight” because 
they 
know 
which way popular opinion has swung. 
But it they can nick in a few G. O. P. 
earm arks they cair perhaps regain 
some part of their lost place in the 
public eye. 
Mr. Taft has not laid himself open 
to such criticism. 
He has repeatedly 
stated that he would vote for the 
treaty as it is, on the ground th at it 
is the best that could have been 
expected under the circumstances. In 
seeking to compromise between the 
reservation-or-or-bust republians and 
the take-it-down-whole democrats, ho 
is but playing his fam iliar role as a 
pacificator. 
It made him famous in 
his position as governor of the Philip­ 
pines. 
It may win for him the nom­ 
ination for presidency at the hands 
of his party. 
But even his political 
enemies give him credit for honesty 
of p u rp o s e . 
That is a real tribute In 
th* >e days of suspicion and rec rind na- 
t ion. 


DUDS IN THE SENATE.

The pettifogging pjca- 
yunishness of peewee politicians is ill- 
founded, 
ill-natured 
and 
ill-timed. 
Their attem pts to hold up the inter­ 
ests of mankind in order to gain ad­ 
vantage for their party are too bald 
to accomplish either their immediate 
or their ultimate ends. 
But ii the meantime they are delay­ 
ing to a disordered world the return 
of something like normal conditions.

venture and his achievement the rec­ 
ords of some of these senatorial duds 
are puny indeed.

even 
queens must obey—from 
publishing 
broadcast in the newspapers, as her 
Galveston contemporary 
has 
done, 
just what she will and what she won’t 
stand for, but with the resourceful­ 
ness of womankind she has ways of 
her own for enforcing her ideas as 
to dress. 
She has issued through 
the assistance of her ladies in waiting 
detailed instructions as to the length 
of sleeves and of skirts, and like reg­ 
ulations. 
It is interesting in this connection 
to speculate as to which of these two 
pcw'ers that be will prove more suc­ 
cessful in the campaign for conser­ 
vatism in dress. 
The penalties at 
the beck of the chief of police might 
include arrest and an enforced trip 
to a stuffy, loafer-sprinkled corpora­ 
tion court, witTf perhaps 
a 
fine, 
should the evidence establish extra­ 
ordinary display of anatomical pul­ 
chritude. 
The queen, on the other 
hand, for all her queening, could not 
arrest an Englishwoman for wearing 
even a Paris skirt of the latest style 
described by one “modiste” as re­ 
sembling a bath tow’el wrapped about 
the hips and reaching slightly below 
the knees. 
But the queen has a weapon against 
those with whom she has to deal. 
It 
is known as social “ostracism.” 
She 
is still the autocrat of the social set 
in which she moves. At her word the 
swirl of feminine drapery will drop 
about the ankles as demurely as in 
the days of our grandmothers. 
It is doubtless useless to inquire 
why women will obey a “thus sayeth 
the queen” and defy the law of the 
land. 
Still more dubious is the wis­ 
dom of questioning into the motives 
that lead modem womenfolk, or some 
of them, to seek extremes in attire. 
But the success of the unsupported 
fiat of what “they” are doing or 
wearing or dancing, as compared with 
the “verboten” of the statute, indi­ 
cates that w’oman is scarcely a demo­ 
crat at heart, whatever the ticket she 
may vote. 
Perhaps it is just as well 
she isn’t. 
In fact, the average man 
likes her best as an aristocrat. 


UNTAXING THE DRINKS. 
The republicans 
of congress 
are 
bent upon taking the war tax off of 
soda fountain drinks. 
They wish to 
abolish the tax upon them because 
they believe that it has been espec­ 
ially burdensome to the American 
people. 
Indeed, if the total of dis­ 
content caused by the imposition of 
the tax could be footed up and ex­ 
pressed concretely, it is likely that it 
would assume formidable proportions. 
It is, however, a commentary upon 
our habits, and our thought processes 
as well, that we should find it so 
grievous a burden to pay an extra 
two cents on our malted milk or three 
cents on our egg flip. 
It shows to 
what an 
extent 
we 
have formed 
habits that call for the unessential. 
It illustrates with what facility the 
luxuries of yesterday grow into the 
necessities of today. 
The anxiety of the republicans to 
do away with this tax is also based 
upon the fact that it is a tax that is 
in plain sight. 
The republicans are 
the apostles 
of 
indirect 
taxation. 
Their ideal is that which makes pos­ 
sible this sort of a situation: 
An im porter buys an article for a 
dollar anil pays f<ur bits in tariff. 
He does business on a basis of twen­ 
ty per cent profit. But for the tariff, 


he could sell the article for $1.20. 
Under the tariff he sells it for $1.80. 
The purchaser pays in that sale 50c 
to the government 30c to the import­ 
er. 
If the purchaser resells at ten 
per cent profit, let us say, he puts 
on the article a price of $1.98. 
If 
you will analyse that price you will 
see that the new purchaser has paid 
for the following: Cost of article, 
$1.00; tax to the government, 50c; 
profit to importer on value of goods, 
exclusive tariff, 20c; profit to im­ 
porter on additional tariff cost, 10c; 
profit of retailer on cost to him, ex­ 
clusive of tariff and tariff-profit of 
importer, 
12c; 
profit 
to 
reta il-, 
er on 
tariff and tariff profit of 
importer, 6c. * In other words the 1 
man who finally gets the article pays 
66 cents cents more for it, because of 
the tariff, and the government gets 
but 50 cents out of the 66. In short, 
1 every time the government wants a 
j dollar the taxpayer must put up 66 
I cents. That is the tariff system. That 
i is 
what 
the 
republicans consider 
scientific taxation. 
The reason the soda 
w ater 
tax 
hurts, if it does hurt, is because you 
can see it. But it all goes to the gov­ 
ernment and the soda w ater man is 
not making a profit on it. Consider­ 
ed in that light, there m ight be worse 
taxes than the soda w ater tax. If you 
are looking for a “good” tax you’ll 
look a long time before you find one.

The recent race riots in W ashing­ 
ton and Longview will, without doubt, 
intensify a hatred between the races 
th at already exists in hearts and 
minds of people of both races, who 
know no remedy for an evil except 
autocratic force. 
The 
great 
world 
conflict just brought to a close should 
have thought thinking 
people 
that 
while these outbreaks can only be 
handled for the time with force, they 
can not be prevented by such means. 
It is clearly the duty of the white 
race to help the negro to an under­ 
standing of his status in this country; 
it is our duty to see that he has sym­ 
pathetic encouragement in his pursuit 
of any plausable ambition. 
There are many who do not hesi­ 
tate to say, “We are not doing our 
duty by the negro; we are not giving 
him the encouragement nor affording 
him the protection he should have in 
his efforts to attain to higher stand­ 
ards of living.” 
We have a responsibility in connec­ 
tion with the future of the negro that

Ifs nonsense to talk of social equal­ 
ity. 
The white people wouldn’t tol­ 
erate it and the negro doesn’t desire 
it, despite the fact that there are a 
class in both races that aggravate this 
fear by their conduct. There are and 
should be more drastic laws to handle 
this situation and relieve the good 
negroes from responsibility for a con­ 
dition that is usually not oZ their 
making. 
The negro race as a race is 
no more responsible for their crim ­ 
inals than Weare 
for 
ours. 
They 
need to be classified in the minds of

The petitioner is 
Tom Hamilton, chairman of the Mc­ 
Lennan County Anti-W'oman Suffrage 
association, but the instrum ent is fil­ 
ed by him in his capacity as a citizen 
of Texas, a duly qualified voter and 
as a member of the democratic party. 
He asks that Lee Ii. Davis, tax col­ 
lector of McLennan county, all of his 
deputies, agents and employes, be 
enjoined from collecting or perm it­ 
ting to be collected, and from receiv­ 
ing or perm itting to be received from 
any woman and female citizen of this 
county the poll tax as provided for 
in said uet. 
It is contended by tho 
pftitioner that the act of the legisla­ 
ture which permits women to vote in 
the primaries is void and in contra­ 
vention of section 2, article 6 of the 
constitution of the state 
of 
Texas, 
which among other things, defines an 
elector as a male person. 
The action 
taken yesterday has been pending here 
even before it became apparent that 
the thirty-sixth 
legislature 
would 
ratify the federal suffrage amend­ 
ment. It is practically certain that an 
appeal will be, taken from Judice 
Munroe’s ruling regardless of his de­ 
cision, and this is expected as soon as 
he decides whether the woman’s pri­ 
mary suffrage law is ‘constitutional.

FISH CATCHES 
ARE SIZEABLE 
A T GALVESTON 
They Are Pulling Great

mackerel, bluefish, redfish and tar 
pen.

Washington, July 29.—German cot 
ton mills with 10,000,000 
spindles 
estimated as still suitable for opera 
tion can consume about 1,000,000 bales 
of cotton during the next year if 
means are found to finance the move 
ment of the commodity from the Uni­ 
ted States, said a report by Erwin W 
Thompson, commercial attache of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com­ 
merce made public last night. 
Mr. Thompson outlined a plan by 
which Danish and Dutch traders may 
be furnished cotton for resale to Ger­ 
many and allowed to assume a part of 
the credit risk. Out of 4,067,018 bales 
of cotton in storage in the United 
States June 30 he estimated a very 
large proportion was classified in the 
lowev grades, which are especially 
suitable for German mills. 
“At this time the German mills 
would be eager buyers for the lowe* 
grades,” Mr. Thompson’s report said 
pointing out that during the car they 
had been operating on waste, shod­ 
dies, nestle fiber and paper, owing to 
the pressure’of theb lockade. 
“Cotton experts are agreed that 
cotton in public store in the United 
States is nearly all of grades below 
those most desired by domestic mills. 
Declaring that the problem for the 
American producers holders of cotton 
was to find a way to offer large 
assorted 
stocks of cotton to the 
German spinners and at the same 
time be secured for the value of their 
property’, Mr. Thompson said that 
warehouses and exchange facilities in 
Rotterdam, Holland, now were avail­ 
able for handling such a trade. 
Several strong trading companies 
Rotterdam are in a position to 
andle and finance cotton into Ger­ 
many as fast as they can consume 
it,” he said. 
“Matters can be so ar­ 
ranged with them 
that 
American 
_ankers can finance the cotton in 
any amount into safe warehouses in 
Holland and the Hollanders can ar­ 
range their own credits for delivery 
German spinners in lots to suit 
their weekly or 
monthly 
require­ 
ments. 
“Owing to great labor troubles at 
the moment it would be hard to start 
up spinnin gat full capacity, even if 
the cotton were on the spot. 
But it 
is estimated that within a few months 
after cotton begins to arrive the mills 
could use 40,000 bales a months. 
Danish traders are also willing. Mr. 
Thompson reported, to resume hand­ 
ling cotton into Russia and would al­ 
so stand willing to join in supply­ 
ing Germany.

While it( is understood that the 
special road commission, consisting of 
thirteen men will finally pass on all 
work, the laying out of roads, the ma­ 
terial to be used, etc., the following 
plan is given as a basis to be worked 
out and has the unqualified support 
of the business men of Bryan. 
Attention of the voters is also call­ 
ed to the fact that the following plan 
treats only the main roads, leaving 
the community or crossroads to be 
worked out by the men who are elect­ 
ed for this purpose and who are 
familiar with, and in a position to say, 
what is necessary in their respective 
precincts to make the system perfect. 
Estimates made herewith are also 
based on securing gravel and other 
road material locally or in the vicinity 
of the proposed read and we are in­ 
formed by the county engineer, (who 
is now working on the location of 
material), that a number of gravel 
pits have been located already in dif­ 
ferent parts of the county and he be­ 
lieves that gravel will be found of 
sufficient quantity 
and 
quality 
in 
every precinct to carry out the plans 
as proposed herewith. 
The order in which they are men­ 
tioned is not intended as our idea of 
their relative importance, except that 
we believe that those mentioned are 
the most important. 
Road No. One—A designated state 
highway, thirty-one miles long, lead­ 
ing approximately north and south 
across the county, from the county 
line near Benchley, through Bryan, 
College, Wellborn, 
Millican, 
to a 
crossing on the Navasota river near 
the city of Navasota. 
As this road 
has been designated a state highway, 
federal and state aid can be secured 
amounting to practically half the cost 
of its construction. 
At present this road has a gravel 
surface from the county near Bench­ 
ley to Bry an, eight miles; from Bryan 
to College a Uvalde rock asphalt sur­ 
face on a sandstone base, five miles; 
from College to a point below Well­ 
born near Navasota a gravel surface, 
eight miles; from this point to the 
county line near Navasota unimprov­ 
ed as to surface ,ten miles. 
A bond issue (District No. 2 of 
Brazos county) with state and fed­ 
eral aid has been voted for the con­ 
struction of this unimproved section 
and construction should begin very 
soon.
